CHAPTER 72. 

RKPOBTS OF CLERK BOARD SUPEBYISORS. 

AN ACT requiring reporta f'rQm tile Clerks of tbe Beverid Boards 
. of Supervisors in tbla State concerning School Landa. 

SEOTION 1. Be it enacted by eM General .A8/l1f1nbly I k 
of the State of Iowa, That it shall be and is hereby ~~ to re-
made the duty of the Clerk ot" the Board of Supervf- . 
sore in each County of this State, on the firetday of 
May next, or immediately thereafter, to make out and 
transmit to the Register of the State Land Office a re-
port over his official certificate, giving a description by Deacription. 
their numbers, of all school lands of the sixteenth sec-
tions aud lands taken ·in lieu thereof, in his county, 

. showing the allotments thereof, so far &8 the same may 
have been allotted; and the valuation of each tract, so 
far as the same may have been appraised, and desi~Da­
ting the sold from the unsold tracts, and setting forth 

:.J the date and terms of sale, and the names of purchasers 
of' each tract sold. 

SEa. 2. Each of said Clerks shall also, at the same Report reIa­
time and in like manner, as required in the precedingtiveto5OO,OOO 
Section relati ve'to sixteenth Sections, report to the Reg- acre graut. 
ister of the State Land Office concerning all School 
Land of' the 500,000 acre grant in his co11nty. 

SEC. 3. It shall be tlie duty of the Clerk of the Addition'} re­
Board of Supervisors of each county on the first day port. 
of November, 1864, and ever,. six mouths tbereafter, 

, to'make out and transmit to the Register of the State 
Land Office an additional report for each of said grants. 
showing th(' sales, allotments, appraisements made anEl 
the forfeitnres and foreclosures of' contracts declared and 
had since his last preceding report. 

SEC. 4. Said Clerks shall also, at the times of making Land bid off 
the reports hereinbefore required, report to said Regis- by 8tate. 
ter the tracts of land, if any, in their conntiee not be-
longin~ to either of said ~uts, bid off by the State on 
execution and not previonsly so reported, setting furth 
the name of the mortgagor or debtor, : the date and 
amount of the note or mortgage, date and amount of 
the jud~ent rendered thereon, date of sale, and the 
amount then dne, and the amount for which the same 
was bid oft'. 

SEC. 5. The Register of the State Land Office shall Rer,ter fur­
furnish each of said Clerks with printed hlanks of the nil blanka. 
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form proper and neces8&l7' to enable him to make his 
reJlorts as in this Act reqUlred. 

Duty or B'd. SEO. 6. The Board of. Supervisors of each county 
shall see that this Act is strictly enforced. 

SEO. 7. This Act being deemed of immediate im­
portance by the General Assembly, shall take effect 
and be in full force from and after its publication in 
the Iowa State Register and Iowa Homestead, news­
papers published at Des Moines. .

CHAPTER '73. 

APPROPRIATION FOR STATE UNIVERSITY. 

AN ACT ma.k.ing an a.ppropriatlon for anew buUding for tile 
State Univer8ity. 

SEOTION 1. Be it enacted by ~ G6ft61'Ol. A8IJemlJly 
Appropria- rif the Bw,te of IO'Wa, That there be and is hereby ap­
tion. propriated out of any money in the State Treas .. ry not 

otherwise appropriated, the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars for the purpose of erecting and constructing" on 
the grounds of the State University, an addition&1 

Building. buildIng, with a tower, suitable for an astronomical ob­
servatory" which building shall contain one large room 
for a chapel, rooms suitable for a chemical laboratory, 
and such other rooms as ma! be deemed necessary by 
the Board of Trustees of said University. 

Dra.wln$ a.nd SEO. 2. The money hereby al?propriated shall be 
expendlDg. expended under the direction of Bald Board of Trustees, 

and may be drawn from the State Treasury on their 
order, as the same shall be required for the purposes 
aforesaid. " " 

SEO. 3. This Act being deemed of immediate im­
portance, shall take effect and be in force from and after 
Its publication in the Iowa State Register and" Iowa 
Homestead, newsJlapers published at Des Moines.
